Russell Thompson, who worked as an 
investigator for the Merriam crime com- 
misison under the name of H. R. Saulter, 
is locked up at the South Clark street sta- 
tion as a skyscraper burglar. He was 
found hiding in a closet together with 
Russell Edwards in the offices of the 
United States Adjusting company on the 
seventh floor of the Transportation build- 
ing at Harrison and Dearborn streets 
early yesterday. 

Thompson also claims to have been an 
investigator for Second Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Police Funkhouser. He is a 
cousin of Melville A. Reeves, who was 
tried for an office building burglary last 
week. The jury could not agree on his 
guilt. Edwards is also a friend of Reeves. 


Janitor Calls Police. 

The janitor of the Transportation bulld- 
ing heard a noise in the offices on the 
seventh floor early in the morning and 
called the police. 

Patrolmen Wiles and Fenn entered the 
office and found Thompson and esi A 


Pr Mach had a revolver. Thompson's was 


Magazine. The case which holds. the 
cartridges was taken out of *he weapon 
by Wiles. At the police station Lieut. 
James McMahon, thinking the revolver 
Was empty, pointed it toward a window 
end pulled the trigger. There wasacart- 
ridge in the barrel of the gun. The bullet 
passed within a foot of Policeman Wiles, 
plowing a furrow through the top of a 
desk and going through the window. 


Tells of Investigating Work. 

Thompson says he lives at 3335 West 
Flournoy street. He told the police he 
was employed last December by the Mer- 
Tiam commission and on his evidence 
@ test case against three men charged 
with vagrancy was made. They were 
convicted, he said, and sent to the bride- 
well. ; 

Thompson was arrested in December, 
1913, in connection with the “sky- 
Scraper "’ burglaries alleged to have been 
committed by Reeves. The police also 
searched for Edwards at that time, but 
were unable to find him. Later Edwards 
Was arrested for burglary in a Quincy 
Btreet office building. He was paroled. 

Takes Credit for Conviction. 

Thompson took credit for the conviction 
in the test vagrancy case, which the Mer- 
Tian) commission brought to prove that 
the police failed to properly book pris- 
Oners. It was the contention of the com- 
miss'on that most cases booked “ disor-. 
derly ’’ should be charged with vagrancy. 

Thompson and Edwards will be booked 
today ona charge of burglary. Desks and 
tables in the office of the United States 
Adjusting company were broken open in 
the search for valuables. 

It is the belief of the police that Thomp- 
son and Edwards are the burglars who for 
the last six weeks have committed depre- 
dations in office build‘ngs. The work of 
robbery is done on Saturday night, and 
Sunday, while the tenants are absent. 
Several of these burglaries have been re- 
ported to the police. In some instances 
the olkces have been robbed by the “ sky- 
Scraper’ burglars. : 

Edwards gave his occupation as a brick 
layer and said he lived at 2976 Vernon 
avenue. He told Lieut. McMahon that 
Thompson furn'shed the revolvers. 

Wonders About Melville. 

“I wonder what Melville will say when 
he hears his little cousin is locked up for 
a skyscraper job?’ Thompson said. 
“ Melville is going to beat shat case. The 
jury gave him the best of it when they 
disagreed, and the next time he'll walk 
out a free man. I’m going to beat this 
case,-too, The police haven't anything 


on me. At the proper time I can prove’ 


what I was doing there. Maybe I was 
there to pinch the other guy—Edwards. 


How does that sound?’

“Gentlezren: For many years it has 
been your practice at the annual exhibi- 
tion of the works of Chicago artists to 
permit the award of prizes to be made by 
representatives of the women’s clubs of 
Chicago, constituting the Municipgl Art 
league. . 

“It has long been our opinion that this 
method was undignified, unjust and in- 
deed farcical. Prizes given in this manner 
carry no presumption of merit to the 
works they decorate, and the neglect of 
meritorious works does an injustice to 
the authors as well as to the public. 


Refrain from Exhibiting. 

“For these reasons we beg leave to 
announce our decision to refrain from 
sending our pictures to this exhibition 
uptil these pi 
rational manner.”

This 
year there were fifteen laymen and five 
artists on the jury.

“Jadging by observations on various 
positions of the fleld of battle and bv 
statements of prisoners, of whom there 
are now 1,720," a statement by the war 
office said, ** the enemy’s losses must have 
been heavy and cannot have failen far 
short of 10, n th 

“A train at the Don station was blown 
up by our aircraft Sunday morning. 

“A heavy counter attack delivered by 
the enemy Saturday afternoon and sev- 
eral minor counter attacks earlier in the 


day were repulsed.”’ 


British Victory Growing. 

From all parts of the allied front come 
reports that the new offensive 18 being 
carried out successfully and that it is in- 
creasing in force. The gains made within 
the past few days are the most substan- 
tial and important of any since the battle 
of the Aisne, and the indications are that 
the rumored plan to begin a forward 


‘movement in the spring has been put into 


execution. 

All of the component parts of the allied 
army, Belgians, British, and French, are 
bearing their share of this offensive most 
satisfactorily, as shown by the latest war 
office announcements

Upsets Plans of Germans. 
Information from the frontier indicates 
that the British success at La Bassee has 
tirown the whole of the German right 
wing line into a remarkable state of 
activity. Men are being hurried from all 
the garrisons and from some of the coast 


lish. 

For days they have been collecting 
along the Yser expecting the British 
would attempt to throw them back there, 
but hoping that a quick concentration 
sould’ give them the advantage of the 
Initiative. The counter plan was to move 
northwest in the Dixmude neighborhood 
in hope of cutting off the allies along the 
coast at Nieuport and at the same time 
f ying to push a wedge through in the 
neighborhood of Ypres. 

Such importance was. attached to this 
fresh dash for Calais, nothing short of 
which is expected to satisfy the German 
cravings for victory, that the kaiser him- 
self went west in the hope of giving a 
greater sting to.the attack of his legions, 
but the tremendous attack of the British 
south of this region forestalled them, 
once more robbed them of the initiative 
and threw out of gear all their plans. 


Airmen Attack Westende. 

Official statements issued by the minis- 
try of war in Paris said: 

“The British air squadron has effect- 
ively bombarded Westende. 

“The success gained by the British 
armies at Neuve Chapelle proves to have 
been complete. They advanced on a front 
of about two miles with a depth of from 
1,200 to 1,500 yards, capturing succes- 
sively three lines of trenches and a for- 
tified work to the south of Neuve Chapelle. 
Counter attacks delivered by the Ger- 
mans with great violence were repulsed. 

“The enemy suffered great losses and 
left in the hands of our allies prisonérs to 
a number considerably greater than at 
first reported. ; 


Gains by Belgian Troops. 

“ Belgian troops continued to make 
progress in the bend of the Yser. Their 
artillery, supported by our artillery, de- 
stroyed a point of vantage organized by 
the Germans in a cemetery at Dixmude. 
The enemy bombarded Ypres.

Would Gontro! Until Election Is 
Held; Pay for McManus Kin, 
~ Punishment for Slayers.

San Antonio, Tex., March 14.—A modi- 
fied form of commission government to 
have supreme power in Mexico until elec- 
tions could be held and a constitutional 
president inaugurated was proposed to- 
night as its plan for the pacification of 
the republic by the permanent peace 
committee appointed by the Mexican 
peace conference held here some weeks 
ago. . é 

To secure the support of all factions in 
Mexico, the plan provides that the three 
supreme commissioners should be se- 
lected by a “‘ comite directiva,”’ or board 
of directors, composed of representa- 
tives of each recognized party. 

The commission would have ‘ extraor- 
dinary faculties without other limit than 
the salvation of independence and na- 
ticnal integrity,"’ and would be respon- 
sible to congress for its acts. 


Plans for Agrarian Reforms. 

Concerning agrarian reforms, which 
have been a central feature of every revo- 
lutionary program in Mexico, the plan 

provides two methods of division of lands 
which the committee s@#¥s it ‘‘ does not 
believe will. encounter resistance on the 
part of present owners.” 

One plan is that where a landed pro- 
prietor voluntarily subdivides his land, 
he is to be reimbursed by the issuance 
of bonds of the national government. 

The other plan provides that where the 
proprietor refuses to subdivide, the gov- 
ernment is to take the land and pay a 
reasonable value in bonds guaranteed by 
the land itself, and not by the govern- 
ment.

I placed pefore him 
the full facts in the McManus case, and 
he promised everything would be done 
immediacely to cause punishment of the 
guilcy parties and to arrange to pay a 
suituble indemnity to the family.” 

Gratifying as this unconditional assur- 
ance is to officials here, there remains the 
fact that three days ago Gen. Salazar 
promised that the soldiérs responsible 
for McManus’ death would be punished at 
once and indicated that the punishment 
would take place Friday afternoon.

Here is Capt. Luce’s story of the Leip- 
zig’s end: 

“ The Leipzig fired its last shot and was 
ablaze inside,"” Mrs. Pope wrote. “ The 
halyards of the ensign were cut by a shot 
and the deck below was burned; also a 
store room directly under and around the 
mast. The crew could not haul down 
their ensign, and one man who volun- 
teered to climb the mast was burned to 
death. 

“There they stood, packed solidly on 
the deck, and. the Glasgow mowed them 
down by fifties and sixties and strewed 
the bits far and wide. 

“The captain sat in the midst of them, 
as calm as if they were at anchor at home. 
And just at the end he found a big box of 
cigarets and handed them about to the

This was the keynote of the hundre ds 
of utterances yesterday in Chicago pul- 
pits. 

A warning was given to politicians that 
the aroused civic conscience is not to be 
tried with in this matter, irrespective of 
the fortunes of candidates for public 
office. 

The. ministers in all denominations 
called on the members of their c hure hes 
to unite in support of the reform organ- 
izations now banding together to retain 
the victories already won and more fully 
to clean up the city. 


Expectation of Open Town. 

It was reported that in certain sections 
the impression was entertained that the 
next city administration is to permit a 
wide open town, and in consequence the 
proprietors of saloons and immoral 
women were becoming bolder and wrre 
preparing for the future in the expecta- 
tion of protection. 

One minister—the Rev. L. W. Sprague— 
at least made open. confession that he 
formerly had believed in a segregated 
vice district, but was now thoroughly 
convinced of the error of his former opin- 
ion arui was determined to do all he could 
utterly to banish the evil. 


What Ministers Said. 

Some of the things said by the minis- 
ters were: 

The Rev. F. W. Gunsaulus, Central 
church, Auditorium theater: 

Segregated vice is un-American. It 
gives a kind of permissive halo to vice. 
It encourages blackmail, graft, and po- 
litical alliance with evil. Chicago has 
no right to advertise itself as an educa- 
tional center, the home of 80,000 music 
students, 20,000 students in technology 
and allied sciences, and the greatest cen- 
ter for medical students in the world, and 
not make it a safe and clean city so that

BOON TO MANY 


War Reveals Strength and 
Value of the Depart- 
ment. 


LIMITS ‘ARE OFF NOW. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Washington, D. C.. March 14.—[Special.] 
~-Though at heavy cost to the postoffice 
department in loss of money order reve- 
nues, the European war revealed the de- 


pendence of a host of people upon the |}: 


United Stetes thoney order system. 

During the first months of the war, in- 
ternational money order exchange almost 
ceased and domestic patronage of this 
facility declined materially. Now, how- 
ever, conditions are t returning to 
normal, and it is possible te make public 
interesting facts which emphasize the 
vast utility of this service and which 
show the far reaching effects of the Euro- 
pean eruption. 


Condition in War Crisis. 

In-the height of the war crisis pathetic 
cases were brought to the attention of 
the postoffice department, illustrating the 
various uses and acute need of postal 
money orders. Foreigners flocked to the 
postoffice windows inquiring if they could 
still send money to their aged and infirm 
parents in the old country. 

The service proved a boon to American 
citizens who were abroad when the war 
began. In thousands of cases funds could 
not have been forwarded to them in any 
other manner. The distribution of money 
by the relief committee of the state and 
treasury departments, although most 
efficiently administered, as necessarily 
dependent upon the intermediary agents 
of the committee or upon consular or 
diplomatic officers, while international 
money orders were cashed even in the 
interior of the belligérent countries. 


Action on South America. 

Negotiations are in progress looking to 
arrangements for the exchange of money 
orders between the United States and the 
principal countries of South America. A 
statement issued tonight by the postoffice 
department said the negotiations prob- 
ably would be consummated soon. 

The department also announced that 
foreign exchange conditions had im- 
proved so much recently that it had been 
possible to remove the $100 limit on 
money orders for all countries except 
Austria, Belgium, Egypt, and Portugal.

A PRACTICAL WATERWAY. 

The Forty-ninth general assembly should see that 
when it adjourns it has to its credit the actual 
initiation of a practicable waterway. For years 
we have had politics and talk, But not a dredge 
bucket has been filled. We got as far as to author 
ize a bond issue of $20,000,000 for a waterway, 
which showed the people of Lilinois were willing to 
tied for the work. But a turn of the political wheel 

wung the project out of reach and nothing was 
eben 

Now a comminsion has recommended an eight 
foot waterway, which is all that is necessary fm the 
present condition of the Mississippi, and which it is 
estimated by engineers will cost approximately 
$3,500,000. This plan proposes the deepening of the 
Illinois river from LaSalle (which is now the head 
of navigation) to Starved Rock State park; the con- 
struction of a lock and dam in the Illinois river 
at Starved Rock; the construction of a connecting 
channel and lock between the Lllinors river and the 
Illinois and Michigan cana] below Marseilles; the 

nstruction of a crib dam in the Llinois river, a 
lock and connecting channel just above Marseilles, 
and a connecting channel and lock between the 
Illinois river and the Llinois and Michigan cenal 
just below Dresden; the improvement of the Illinois 
and Michigan canal from Dresden to the southern 
terminus of the drainage canal at Joliet, and the 

construction of a new and larger lock at the sani- 
tary district power house at Lockport.

AN OPPOSITION OF FEAR. 

A note of opposition to the constitutional con- 
yention, arising in Chicago, :concerns itself with 
the possibility that the price Chicago would pay for 
the grant of a new constitution to the state would be 
a restriction of its representation and influence in 
the state legislature. 

The fear that this might be so, ‘unjust as it would 
be, ought not to interfere with Chicago’s advocacy of 
the convention. The division of: Illinois into two 
rts, Chicago and the state outside of Chicago, is at 
once real and unreal. At times there has been a 
superficial antagonism. We do not recall a time 
when Chicago opposed itself to a program the’rest of 
the state considered important, and it is difficult to 
remember a case in which the rest of the state set 
itself against a plan Chicago desired to earry 
through. | 

Ye spite ef considerable political manipulation of 
this issue, these two divisions of the state, if it be 
necessary to concede that the state is divided, have 
gone along very well together. | 

No large city can Wave the same concerns>as an 
agricultural community. But the large city*and the 
agricultural community can have a sympathetic un- 
derstanding of each other’s interests, and in spite of 
the politicians and the manipulating of a political 
issue this has proved to be the case in this state. 

When Chicago asked the state to grant the legis- 
lature the right to give this city a new charter the 
people outside of Chicago gave consent as freely as 
it was given in the Chicago corporation. There are 
vaporings of ill will, but the fil will does not exist 
in- fact, and it seldom makes an audible noise even 
in the legislature. 

A division of the general assembly on the line of 
Chicago versus downstate would be ap unusual 
thing. It is true that there has been an indisposi- 
tion, if not a refusal, to redistrict the state into new 
congressional and senatorial districts, and that this 
has been based on the fear of the downstate that 
Chicago’s growing population would increase its 
representation so that the city alone, without the 
aid of Cook county members elected from parts of 
the county outside the city, could prevent the adop- 
tion of a measure restricting the city representation. 

But the city never has been dealt with unfairly

This project utilizes the Illinois river as a water- [possible danger of reduced influence in the state 


way for about forty-five miles and the Illinois and 
Michigan canal for about twenty miles, and com- 
pletes an eight foot deep waterway connecting Lake 
Michigan and the sanitary canal with the Illinois 
river at La Salle.

It deserves 
t and fair consideration free from -partisan- 
and action upon its merits. 

‘With the opening of the Panama canal Illinois 
will find new industrial and commercial opportu- 
nities and a need for enlarged resources of trans- 
portation. We shall not expect ocean liners to dock 
at Chicago or Joliet, but we can utilize a moderate 
channel for heavy freight, to say nothing of the 
fact that thei development of proper facilities will 
act as a partial check upon certain rail rates.

SAFEGUARDING OUR PROBATION 


SYSTEM. 
A bill has been offered at Springfield which 


makes several important changes in the adult pro- 


bation act. It is understood that thése’ amendments 
embody the congensus of intelligent and disinter- 


ested opinion of Chicago. The adult probation act 
needs the intervention and attention of such opinion. 


It is as much under fire as the parofe act, with 
which, indeed, many habitually confuse it. It is, 
however, in point of fact, in neea of revision and 
The criticisms leveled at it have 
more foundation than the assaults on the parole act 
and indeterminate sentence. Some of these criti- 


cisms, it is true, concern administration rather than 


the principles and substantive features of the law, 
but the latter are by no means satisfactory. 

We should not think of abolishing the probation 
act, but we muat see to it that the judges them- 
selves respect and obey it, and that “ probation,” 
or control, is a fact and not merely a legal! pretense. 
Only first offenders are entitled to probation; a 
sufficient and efficient staff of officers should be pro- 
vided to ascertain whether the “first offenders” 
are not really second or chronic offenders under new 
names and disguises. The probation officer should 
not be overworked and expected to do the impossi- 
ble. The probationer should ‘be kept undér control 
and compelled to report frequently. He should be 
allowed to pay a fine in installments. 

The pending bill contains these and other amend- 
ments. They are designed to make adult probation 
a reasonable success and to arrest the vague but 
dangerous sentiment that is fast growing against 
the whole system. <A sound probation system for 
first offenders is good for the offenders as well as 
for society. The legislature should take thoughtful 
advice and mend instead of ending the probation 
system.

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“DOPE” LAW WEAKNESSES. 

HE treasury department began the 
enforcement of the Harrison law on 
March 1. While this bill nelates to 
the purchase and sale of opiumand 
coca leaves and preparations made 
from them, it is capable of being made a 
national measure for the control of drug 
habits, being limited, however, to the 

opium and cocaine habits. 

Under rulings made by the commission- 
er of internal revenue the law, properly 
enforced, will make it impossible for any 
drug habit victim to get an adequate and 
continuous supply of his drug. It there- 
fore will force the drug habit victimes to 
be cured. 

The law, properly enforced, will be high- 
ly effective in preventing people from 
being drug addicts. Prescriptions con- 
taining opium and coca preparations can- 


chases of drugs must be kept. These pro- 
visions are calculated to prevent the 
formation of habits. 


oe 

However, there are two weak points in 
the law. Physicians, dentists, and veteri- 
narians who register as such are allowed 
some leeway. Up to date applicants have 
been permitted to register as physicians, 
dentists, and veterinarians without being 
required to make proof that they were 
such. Nothing is easier than for the col- 
lector to require each applicant to show 
the license granted him by the authorities 
of his state. 

The commissioner of internal revenue 
writes: ‘It devolves upon the collector 
of internal revenue to see that no other 
persons [than legal practitioners of med- 
icine, dentistry, and veterinary medicine] 
register under this law.” 

This weakness in the law, asit has been 
administered up to date, is purely one of 
administration. It lies within the power 
of the department to purge the lists of 
any improperly registered, to supervise 
those who are properly registered, and to 
require legal proof of right to practice as 
a requisite to registration. 


—_o- 

The second weakness is far more impor- 
tant. Section 6 of the law prescribes that 
patent medicines containing opium and 
cocaine do not come under the law. Ifan 
ounce of the patent medicine contains less 
than two grains and a fraction of opium, 
or one-fourth a grain of morphine, or one- 
eighth of heroin, or one grain of codeine 
it may be sold freely without any of the 
limitations imposed by this law. 

These are not inconsiderable strengths. 
For instance, this law would not prevent 
@ man from buying a ten gallon jug of 
paregoric without having any record 
made of the purchase. Section 6 makes

ALLANT old Gen. Chanoine of the 
French army, who just recently 
died at the age of 80, lived in strict 
retirement for the last fifteen 
years. This was in no sense due 

to the sensational manner in which he 
retired from the Brisson cabinet in 1808, 
when he literally hurled his portfolio as 
minister of war at the feet of the premier 
in the chamber of deputies, declaring that 
his reputation as a soldier and a man of 
honor made it impossible for him to re- 
main identified any longer with such an 
administration. But it was due to a 
strange tragedy, involving his only son, 
and which to this day remains shrouded 
in much mystery. 
_ . 

In 1899, that is to say, some months after 
Gen. Chanoine’s retirement from the of- 
fice of minister of war, his son, Capt. 
Chanoine, a most promising staff officer, 
was associated with a comrade of the 
name of Capt. Voluét in the command of 
a column of native troops under orders to 
march from the French coast of West 
Africa into the interior towards Lake 
Tchad, to explore and take possession of 
thé vast stretch of new territory which 
had just been assigned to France by the 
Anglo-French convention. 

When half way between the Niger and 
Lake Tchad both men seem to have been 
overtaken by that African disease which 
has affected the mental balance of so 
many white men in the dark continent. 
Fired apparently by the example of 
Rabah, the black Napoleon, who, start- 
ing in life as a slave of old Zebehr Pasha, 
became the greatest conqueror and mon- 
arch of central Africa, they determined 
to become rulers in their own right and 
to carve out an empire for themselves. 

~~ 

They proceeded to throw off their al- 
legiance to France and attacked village 
after village and tribe after tribe with 
their column of native troops, taking 
possession of the thus conquered terri- 


itory im their own name instead of in that 


missioned 


of France. The French nonc 
officers, when they objected to this course, 
were promptly murdered, and Chanoine 
and Voluet established a reign of terror 
over a wide area of the country. 

ews of these strange doings soon 
reached, through native chanmels, the 
French colonial authorities, and an ex- 
peditio:. was hurriedly dispatched under 
the command of Col. Klobb and Lieut. 
Meunier to ascertain the truth and to 
capture Voluet and Chanoine, who were 
regarded as having gone mad. 


~~ 
Thé Klobb expedition overtook Voluet 
and Chanoine at Damangar and demand- 
ed a parley. This Vobuet declined and 
refused to allow the expedition to pro- 
ceed. Klobb thereupon advanced alone 
and unarmed, shouting that he came in 
peace, but was killed by a bullet from 
Voluet. Most of the remaining members 
of the Klobb expedition were killed by 
Voluet and Chanoine’s troope and only 
a few escaped into the jungle, cerrying 
Bes with them Lieut. Meunier, severely 
wounded. é 
Thereupon a much strénger expedition 
Was sent against the two men, but it re- 
turned without accomplishing anything 
beyond taking possession of the region 
previously held by the two renegades. 
The latter had disappeared with their 
wers farther into the interior, and 
while it was learned from native soldiers 
that Voluet had succumbed to a bullet 
fired either by one of his native followers 


or by his comrade, Capt. Chanoine, the

latter was asserted to have established 
himself as ruler of an independent king- 
dom and to have adopted the existence 
of a native chief.

Naturally his name wage stricken fron. 
the French army list as a deserter and as 
an outlaw; also as the murderer of the 
noncommissioned French officers under 
his command and of Col. Klobb. 

This broke the spirit of old Gen 
Chanoine. He regarded the @ffair as a 
stain on the honor of his name, the very 
mention of which must necessarily recal) 
the extraordinary story of his son's mis- 
doings, and he withdrew into the strictest 
gort of retirement, avoiding all his old 
comrades and military associates. 

There Is every reason to believe that 
ex-Capt. Chanoine fs alive to this day, as 
one of those renegade whites who are 
every now and again heard of in the réle 
of native rulers and chieftains in the 
remote and inaccessible regions of the 
Dark continent, usually distinguishing 
themselves above their native followers 
by their ferocity and by their savagery 
in dealing with the members of their own 
race, 

-— 

It requires not only sound health and 
a powerful constitution, but also an ex- 
tremely well balanced brain to withstand 
conditions of life in tropical Africa, 
especially in those parts thereof that are 
remote from civilization. Once free from 
the latter’s trammels and conventions, 
white men are apt to lose all sense of fit- 
ness and propriety, and to follow the dic- 
tates of their own caprice and passion, 
regarding themselves as immune from 
the restrictions of any of the laws of God 
or man. 

- In America, as in Europe, we are all 
more or less influenced in our conduct 
by the fear of what our neighbor will 
say, and by the dangers attending the in- 
fraction of the laws of the land. But in 
those remote portions of Africa there are 
no neighbors and no lawg, and men feel 
free to do what they like, with the result 
that a species of madness develops. It 
has been.named the Furor Africanus, and 
is responsible for most of those numer- 
oug tragedies which have given the name 


of “the Dark continent,”’ applied to 
Africa, a particularly ominous sig- 
nificance.

My attention has been called by some 
of the readers of this paper to a story 
printed some time ago in certain contem- 
poraries, describing with much detail an 
attempt made by a detachment of Ger- 
man troops to seize the royal Belgian 
chateau of Bouchout, and to capture King 
Albert's aunt, ex-Empress Charlotte 
of Mexico. 

I can say there is not a word of truth 
in this tale. 

As soon as the Germans commenced the 
invasion of Belgium, and began their on- 
slaught on Liege, it was realized at once 
that the fall of Brussels would follow in 
short order, and that then the chief scene 
of hostilities would be transferred to that 
part of the country lying between Brus- 
sels and the great fortified city of Ant- 
werp, which was regarded as the prin- 
cipal stronghold of the kingdom.

TO DESIGN NEW POSTOFFICE. 


Expected. to Be Five Stories High 


Basements. 


Architectural features of Chicago's new 
postoffice will be discussed today upon 
the arrival of Charles Morris of the 
United States treasury department. 

Mr. Morris will confer with Walter D. 
Moody, managing director of the Chicago 
plan commission, and Postmaster Daniel 
A. Campbell. He will receive reports on 
the amount of space required by the dif- 
ferent divisions of the Chicago postai 
service. 

Mr. Campbell said Mr. Morris’ visit 
has nothing to do with sites. Mr. Morris 
is an architectural designer. 

There is an appropriation of $5,000,000 
' for the new building which will probably 
be four or five stories high with a base- 


or two blocks. 

Tha question of sites was investigated 
several weeks ago by John McGregor, 
sent here by the treasury department. His 
report was referred to the postoffice de- 
partment for recommendation. 

A dispatch from Washington said the 
site advocated by the Chicago plan com- 
mission—between Adams and Madison, 
and Clinton and Canal streets—probably 
cannot be purchased for less than $5,000,- 
000, according to McGregor’s report. It 
may be nvucewssary to hate congress add 
to ‘the present appropriation of $1,750,000 
or select a site several blocks southwest 
of the new Union station.

Holds Grandson on Knee at 
Funeral of Wife at 
Pocantico Hills. 


Tarrytown, N. Y., March 14.—Funeral 
services for Mrs. John D. Rockefeller 
were held today in the Rockefeller home 
at Pocantico hills. Only members of the 
family, close friends, and employés on 
the Rockefeller estate attended. 

After the services it was announced that 
the body of Mrs. Roekefeller would be 
placed in the receiving vault of John D. 
Archbold in Sleepy Hollow cemetery here, 
until it is decided whether the burial 
shall take place at Pocantico hills or in 
the family plot in Cleveland, O. 

Jonn D. Rockefeller held little Win- 
throp Rockefeller, his grandson, on his 
knee during the services, which began 
shortly after 4 p. m., and were conducted 
by the Rev. Cornelius Woelfkin. pastor 
of the Fifth avenue Baptist church of 
New York, which the Rockefeller family 
attends when in that city. John D. Rock- 
efeller Jr., with hia wife, sat close beside 
his father.

Solemn tones from the great pipe organ 
in the Rockefeller home under the hands 
of the organist from the Fifth Avenue 
church opened the service, and the

Former Judge Leon Sanders, the 
president of the society, in his report 
said there would be a large increase in 
Jewish immigration at the close of the

Statistics of immigration collected by 
the society show that only 66,557 Jewish 
immigrants entered last year, as com- 
pared with 130,237 in 1913, Mr. Sanders 
said. The drop was due tothe suspension 
of German, Belgian, and Austro-Hun- 
garian steamship lines.
